A New Ruling for Naval Officers—Ofice- 
Seekers Turn Their Attention to 
Cabinet Officers —General 
Washington Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasgIxcton, May 9.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Officials of the State De- 
partment tonight confirm the predic- 
tions heretofore made that ex-Repre- 
sentative Blount would be appointed 
minister resident to Hawaii. It has 
been supposed that Minister Stevens 
would remain in charge of the legation 
until the 24th of this month, at which 
time he announced his intention os sail- 
ing for San Francisco. It is known 
that Stevens was instructed forthwith 
toturn over the legation to Commis- 
sioner Blount, who has been appointad 
his successor. Theré is reason to be- 
lieve that Stevens was not allowed to 
remain in charge of the legation until 
the 24th inst. because of his activity in 
behalf of annexation. 

It is further stated at the State De- 
partment that Bowen and Sewail, who 
went to Honolulu shortly after Coramis- 
sioner Blount’s arrival, are active in 
their efforts to stimulate a sentiry.ent ‘on 
the islands in favor of annexatjon, and 
there is reason to suspect tliyat they 
sought to create an impressiga, in so 
doing, that they were representing the 
President. ‘Secretary Gresl.m has in- 
formed Mr. Blount that the President 
repudiates everything said and done: by 
these gentlemen. It wil, be remem- 
bered that Sewall was an applicant for 
the position of Third /,ssistant Secre- 
tary of State under the present admin- 
istration, but failed to secure the ap- 
pointment.

LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 
Navy Officers Will Not Not Be Allowed to Serve 
Two Masters, 

WasHINGTon, May 9.—|By the 
ated Press.| Secretary Herbert has 
authorized the statement that he will 
decline to extend leaves of absence to 
any officer of the navy who is engaged 
in privete business. He will not in- 
terfere with the orders of his predeces- 


| sors, but will grant no new leaves of 


this kind, and will call in all of those 
already granted at the expiration of the 
terms assigned to them. The Secre- 
tary says he does not think it right that 
an officer educated by the Government 
should be permitted, for hisown private 
advantage, to utilize his knowledge and 
experience against the Government, 
and at the same time remain on its pay- 
roll, 


A RESERVATION’S RIGHTS. 


Bold Attempt to Build a Rallroad in the 
Puyallup Country. 

WasHINGTON, May 9.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Sc me time ago the Sec- 
retary of the Interior requested the 
War Department to send troops to 
the Puyallup Indian resebvation to 
prevent a man named Ross from 
unlawfully constructing a_ railroad 
across the reservation. The depart- 
ment sent an officer to the res- 
ervation to look into the matter, and 
today received a telegram stating that 
Ross is preparing to do some grading 
and had cut some timber. On receipt 
of the information, instructions were 
sent to Gen. Ruger, commanding the 
Department of the Columbia, directing 
him to take the necessary steps to pre- 
yent Ross from ‘doing torther work in 
violation of law. 


ANOTHER AMBASSY.

Instead of yearly examina- 
tions of national banks, he proposes to 
have them examined twice yearly and 
no two examinations by the same man.

Campen (Ark.,) May 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Three negroes were 
lynched at Beardon early this morning 
for a murderous assault made on Satur- 
day on Jerre Norman, a prominent 
young business man of that place. Nor- 
man died from wounds inflicted with an 
ax upon his head as he was returning 
home from his store at midnight. The 
mob consisted of 300. It is sure they 
had the right parties, as a pocketbook 
and other personal effects of Norman’s 
were found upoa them. The purpose 
of the assassins Was robbery and mur- 
der. The negroes were taken from jail 
between daylight and dawn. They 
begged for mercy, but none was shown.

SHOT 


Suicide of a San Fraticisco 
Real Estate Man. 


W. I. Morgan Makes Sure Work of 
an Instantaneous Death. 


Bright Prospects for California 


Fruits and Cereals. 


Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows—A Shooting 
Affray at Fresno—General 
Coast Notes,

San Francisco, May 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] W. I. Morgan, a well- 
known real estate man, shot himself 
through the heart in the lavatory at his 
office, on California street, this after- 
noon: Death was instantaneous. The 
cause leading to the suicide is as yet 
unknown. Morgan was president of 
the Belvedere Land Company, owner 
of the townsite of Belvedere, a fashion- 
able resort across the bay, im Marin 
county. The statement is freely made 
that his accounts with the company are 
not straight, but officers of the company 
claim there is no deficit. Morgan lived 
in- a beautifal home at Belvedere, and 
leaves a wifeandchild. He had resided 
here nine years, coming from St. Louis. 

No light has yet been thrown on the 
motive leading to Morgan's suicide. 
The theory of financial trouble is gen- 
erally accepted, but no specific state- 
ment of anv of Morgan’s -indebtedness, 
either With the Belvedere “Company or 
with others, had been made by any one 
up to midnight. 


A MISSING BOOK. | 
The Marshal of Paso Kobles Charge4é with 
Embezziement. 

Paso Roses, May By the Associ- 

ted Press.| A short time ago Frank 
Misenheimer, Marshal of this city, was 
arrested, charged with the embezzle- 
ment of city money collected as taxes. 
His preliminary trial came up today, 
when a decided sensation was sprung 
upon the people by the prosecution ex- 
hibiting the tax book, which was sup- 
posed to be lost. Misenheimer has 
claimed all along that the book had 
been stolen. The book was first found 
to be missing about a year ago. The 
City Trustees employed experts to ex- 
amine the city’s books, but without the 


book for 1891, which was wmiss- 
ing, nothibg of a damaging nat- 
ure to Misenheimer was found. 


The trustees employed City Attor- 
ney .Rhodes to find the missing 
tax book. Rhodes claims that he 
finally found the book with the aid of a 
man who had been a friend of Misen- 
heimer’s, but had quarreled with him. 
Rhodes loaded his shotgun and accom- 
panied the man'to where the book was 
buried, and dug ‘it up. It is yellow 
from being under ground so long, but 
the prosecution gay they have a strong 
case since their discovery. It has not 
been brought out how much money is 
missing. wo hundred witnesses will 
be subpcenaed, and the examination is 
expected to consdme a weck.

At the meeting of 
the State Board of’Trade Secretary 
Lelong of the State Board of Horti- 
culture reported that the prospects for 
fruit in the State were exceedingly 
good. The outlook for prunes, 
cherries, apples, pears and grapes 
is good and for peaches and 
nectarines fair. There will only 
be a medium crop of almonds, and 
that of.apricots will be short. Bartlett 
pears in some sections will be a failure. 
At the upper end of the Kussian Rives 
Valley fruit will suffer on account of a 
lack of rain, notwithstanding that 
fifty-two inches, had catlen in that sec- 
tlon.

ALBany (N.Y.,) May 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Private funeral services 
over the body of Carlvle W.. Harris 
were held in the prison at Sing Sinz 
this morning, at which only the mother 
_and brother attended. 

A dramatic incident in connection 
with the service was the dropping into 
the coffin, in accordance with Harris's 
directions, of the affidavit made by one 
of the ‘jurors in the case on the applica- 
tion for a new trial. 

New York, May 9.--The remains of 
Carlyle W. Harris were buried here 
this afternoon. After the burial, Har- 
ris’s last statement which was sent by 
the warden to the Prison Department 
of the State was given out. 

Harris, in his last writing, opened 
with reference to the review of his 
case by the Governor. He canvasses 
the review, refers to his giving himself 
‘up when he learned that a warrant had 
been issued for his arrest, and to his 
refusal of a proffered means of escape 
from Sing Sing, and then says regard 
ing the refusal of executive clemency: 

The action of the court was not justified 
by the facts in the case, and hence the pub- 
lic outcry must be silenced by a seeming 
justification of the court outside of the 
facts. Thereisan idea in'‘the minds o 
manv that at the time of my wife’s death I 
desired marriage with some other woman. 
Such a person never was found nor does 
she exist. No one had so many reasons, all 
sentiment or love aside, for desiring 
mv wife to lve as I had. She 
would bave brought me money and 
professional success. She would have 
graced my home, and, had I known of her 
sad habit, it would have been my happiness 
to shield and cure her. May God in mercy 
bless and guard those whom I leave behind. 
and leave them peace, And now, face to 
face, with the greatest mystery known to 
man, knowing that no concealment or un- 
truth can mitigate my end, I do solemnly 
declare I am innocent of the crime for 
which I am condemned to die.

Meeting of the State Association of 
Funeral Directors. 


The Annual Report of President McAvoy 
of San Franci 


Annointment of 


Committ@os—Address by Dr. 
S. H. Boynton. 


The State Association of Funerai Di- 
rectors met in Draid Hall, Downey 
Block, yesterday afternoon, with a fair 
attendance. Every portion of the State 
is représented, about fiftv delegates be- 
ing present, and more are looked for 
today when the election of officers 

akes place. ‘ 


The convention was called to order 
by President Hugh B.. McAvoy, of 
San Francisco, who proceeded to read 
his annual report: Mr. McAvoy briefly 
outlined the objects of the association, 
which, he said, was to encourage skill 
and care in performing the last offices 
of the dead, and to eievate the profes- 
sion by an interchange of views and 
ideas. Among other things. the associ- 
ation had urged before the last Legisla- 
ture a bill looking the protection of the 
public against contagious diseases. and 
requiring competency. and. skill on 
the part of undertakers, which bill had 
been amended by the: Hospitai Commit- 
tee, and will again be presented at the 
next session of the tegistature. Fur- 
ther. in this connection, Mr. McAvoy 
said: 

it has been stated by some few persons 
that this bill, and our organization as well, 
are inthe intecestof some trust or com- 
bination. In fact, disregarding the truth, 
men in different parts of the State ~ 
made it their stock , Yr o 
attack cometh ian ex- 
cepting in the imagination of the invent- 
ors. With this in view, it should be our 
desire to give the widest publicity to our 
proceedings and the provisions of this 
measure advocated by us. It will thus be 
shown tbat while working for’ your ad- 
vancemcntand clevation you are at the 
same time working forthe protection of the 
interests and of the health of the public at 
large. In connection with theste statements 
I would call your attention to the fact that 
our association has been cajied a trust 
formed for the purpose of keeping up 
prices, and to state that it wonld be well 
that some action be taken to placethetruth 
before the public. * As a matter of fact, the 
International Funeral Directors’ Associa- 
tion, of which this bedy is a member in good 
standing, while in convention assembled at 
Omaha in October, 1890, passéd tesolu- 
tion absolutely prohibiting any State or lo- 
cal association from formulating or issuing 
any price lists whatever. In this matter of 
fair dealing and honesty the public in our 
vocation will have’ to depend upon the 
standing and integrity of $he individual 
member. 

On the conclusion of the reading of 
the report, the various committees 
were appointed, after which a re- 
cess was taken until evening, the dele- 
gates in the meantime. being shown 
about the city by the local undertakers. 

_ EVENING SESSION. * 

At the evening session William C. 
Morgan of San Francisco presided, and 
an address was delivered by ‘Dr. S. H. 
Boynton. The speaker treated of the 
‘‘Dangers of Contagious Diseases’’ in a 
comprehensive and interesting manner. 
He explained the difference between 
contagious and infectious diseases, and 
the wav in which each of them could 
be communicated from one body, either 
living or dead, to another living body. 
He also outlined the manner ‘which he 
considered best in the handling and 
treating of the body of one who had 
died from a communicative malady. 

After some little discussion on the 
points brought out in the paper, the 
convention adjourned until 10 o'clock 
this morning.

MILES TRIAL. 


The Defendant. on the Stand in 
His Own Behalf. 


He Dotails His Movements on the 
Night of the Murder. 


An Emphatie Denial That He Killed 
His Partner. 


Mrs. Dr. Elites as an Expert op Blood 
Tests—A Chemical Demonstration 
in Open Coort—Dr. M. M, 
Kaonon's Testimony. 


By this evening the verdict is ex- 
pected to be forthcoming which will ac- 
quit or.convict G. H. Miles of the mys- 
terious and horrible murder ot George 
Miller. For six long days the trial has 
dragged on, and the mystery is yet as 
deep as it ever was. Instead of the 
facts before unearthed being satisfact- 
orily explained, a number of very sin- 
gular circumstances have been brought 
to light ‘in addition, and, altogether, 
upon these latter being mixed with the 
expert testimony given,.a condition of 
affairs is suggested more or less confus- 
ing to the mind of the average juryman 
or reasoner. The entire. evidence, 
without dispute, has leant to the side of 
the extreme of circumstantia! in con- 
necting the defendant with the charge. 

The tedium of the routine of the trial 
was somewhat enlivened yesterday by 
a number of amusing incidefits.._As the 
day wore on, however, the Court; in his 
earnest endeavor to hurry matters toa 
conclusion inthe already long-drawn- 
out case, found it necessary to fre- 
quently admonish the defense to make 
haste inthe examination of their wit- 
nesses. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Z. P, King, who was on the stand 
Monday evening when court adjourned, 
continued with his testimony at 10 
o'clock vesterday morning. The'letter 
before referred to as having been .writ- 
ten by Miles some months ago tothe 
witness was brought in and identified, 
bot it was not allowed to be admitted 
as evidence. The substance of the 
epistle was to the effect that if the 
authorities wanted him (Miles) all they 
would have to do would be to send him 
aticketor money with which to pay 
his fare and he would come back here 
at any time. 

Mr. Shinn made an argument upon 
the question of the latter being filed in 
evidence, but the Court held that the 
questions under consideration involved 
only very plain points of law and that 
there was needed no argument. He, 
therefore, overruled the motion to in- 
troduce amd sustained the objection. 

r. Lulu Ellis was then pnt on the 
stand for the purpose of contradicting 
statements 1gade by Dr. West Hughes. 
It will be remsembered that Dr. Hughes 
made the assertion that in obtaining 
the full test for blood it was necessary 
to use ether in addjtion to guaiacum. 
That is, while tite blue color would be 
brought out on other substances by the 
use of guaiacum and peroxide of hydro- 
gen, the reaction in the blood test could 


only be secured by the use of 
ether as an additional chemical. 
The doctor produced her chemicals 


to make the tests. in illustration. The 
Court lamented the fact that so much 
time should be taken up in this way, but 
concluded to allow the experiments to 
be made. Dr. Hughes occupied a seat 
beside the counsel for tire people and 
the Spectators crowded about to get a 
climpse of the work. A fluid said to be 
blood was precipitated in drops on a 
clean white blotting pad and the guaia- 
cum and peroxide of hydrogen applied. 
In addition to these ether was’ then 
used with the result of a blue tinge ap- 
pearing onthe spot. It was algo shown 
that the.biue colorin the blood test 
could be secured by the useof the sim- 
ple guaiacum and the hydrogen perox- 
ide. 

While the test with saliva was being 
made Judge Dupuy laughingly spg- 
gested that he might spit upon theUlot- 
ter and furnish the ingredient, but as 
the learned counsel was just then in 
the act of masticating a good-sized chew 
of tobacco Mr. Shinn objected. 

When the prosecution took the wit- 
-ness for cross-examination they were 
content with eliciting that the blue 
color test with blood could not be devel- 
oped without the use of peroxide of 
hydrogen. 

W. A. Van Sickle was with Wooley 
when the body of Miller was discov- 
ered. When Wooley told Miles that 
Miller had been murdered, the former 
exclaimed, *‘My God, he was the best 
friend | had!’ The doors were then 


erdered closed. Wituess was with 
Wooley when the latter went 
to wake Miller up. The door to 


room 83 was locked, and Wooley gota 
ladder, mounted it, and dropped over 
inside. The witness climbed up after- 
ward and looked over, and saw Wooley 
standing near the lounge. He said, 
“There is something the matter with 
the old man, I can’t wake him up.”’ 
“Open the door, and let me in, then,’’ 
the witness responded. Whereuponthe 
door was opened by Wooley, and the 
two went toward the center of the 
room. Witness lit the-gas, and then it 
was seen that Miller was dead. When 
Miles wastold of the murdef he or- 
dered the place closed up, and that no 
one be allowed to enter by way of the 
rear. 

S. M. Bannister took the stand to re- 
late what occurred at the office of 
Pepper &.Lindenfeldt, between the 
lawyers and Miles, relative to the claim 
of the latter upon the Carleton saloon 
property. 

Dr. H. Bert Ellis was called*to give 
some more expert testimony tending to 
offset that imtroduced by the prosecu- 
tion. When counsel attempted to have 
him enter into a detailed description of 
the blood tests, there was an objection. 
The Court was of the opinion that there 
was no material controversy on this 
point and, thought the proceedings un- 
necessary. 

“The truth is,’ remarked Mr. Du- 
puy in measured accents, ‘‘our brother 
Shinn seemS to be engaged in fighting 
windmills.” 

The attorney was equal to the occa- 
sion, and retorted as quickly: ‘‘When 
I have to fight this prosecution I come 
as near fighting windmills as anything 
else.”’ and there wasa langh at the 
Assistant District Attorney’s expense. 

“Well,” ordered the Court, let the 
question be answered,”’ and he added, 
“We will, perhaps, learn something, at 
rate.’’ 
"te. Ellis briefly gave the desired de- 
scriptio He had tried al! of the tests, 
but on« saliva he had not succeeded in 
getting the blue color by the use of 
guaiacum alone. 

Asapart of the cross-examination, 
counsel for the people wished the doc- 
torto perform the saiiva experiment 
before them, and see if the blue color 
would not appear by simply using qual- 
acum. Dr. Hughes was at the attor- 
ney's elbow, ready with suggestions, 
and when witness said he did not hare 
with him the necessary chemicals, the

little man dove down -into bis pocket, 


pulled out a porce:ain evaporating dish 
a bottle of quaiacum, and in less tim 

than it takes to tell had ejected a 
mouthful of-saiiva into the dish and set 
the complete apparatus before Dr. Ellis, 
ready for demonstration. Wheretpon 
Mr. Shinn interposed with, ‘‘I object, 
Your Honor, to using. Dr. Hughes’s sa- 
liva for this experiment.” 3 

This amused the Court, and the ex- 
periment was performed nevertheless, 
with the result that a marked blue 
tinge was perceptible, testifying to the 
success of the experiment. 

Mr. Gtbbon then asked the witness: 
you see a blue color here?” - 

**Yes, sir,’’ was the reply. 

“Then you admit and agree that in 
this Case the coloris obtained by the 
use of guaicume alone in addition to the 
saliva’?’’ - : 

“I most certainly do.”’ 

“That is all!” 

The court then adjourned until 2 
o'clock. 
APTERNOON SESSION. 

Dr. T. L. Burnett, at the calling of 
court in the afternoon, testified to hav- 
ing made an examination of the body of 
Miller on the day following the murder, 
atthe request of the deceased’s wife. 
He found wounds in the head which 
might have been made by almost any 
sharp instrument, as a pickaxe, for in- 
stance. The blow or instrument caus- 
it penetrated the brain undoubt- 
edly. There were- many sharp and 
ragged edges to the bone around the 
wound. The bone appeared to have 
been crushed nuther than broken di- 
rectly in. Upon —— shown the ham- 

that he did not 
believe that such a1\ instrument could 
have inflicted the wound he had exam- 
ined. Jt was most dificult to strike a 


hammer through the skuil of a man in 


such a manner as to p.roduce or cutsuch 
a hole as the one in Miller’s head. The 
instrument must have teen longer and 
sharper than the one exhibited. The 


‘physician .was digincline:d to admit that, 


even though a circle oi bone exactly 
fitting the aperture had been found on 
the inside, that a hammer like the one 
shown him could~ Wave’ caused the 
wound. He said that sirch possibly 
might have been the case. : 

Dr. M. M. Kannon assistod Coroner 
Weldon in making the post-n\ortem ex- 
amination onthe body of Miller. The 
remains were first stripped and then 
the organs were inspected. 

Mr. Shinn read from testimony given 
by the witness at the prelimitsary ex- 
amination, but confonnded diagrzam with 
diaphragm, and was obliged. owing to 
the perplexity of medical ter11s, to 
hand the transcript to the witness him- 
self to peruse, at which Judge Dnpuy 
took delighted occasion to remerk, 
‘that’s about as near as we lawyers pret 
to the correct terms—calling diagram 
diaphragm,’’ and Mr. Shinn, undis- 
mayed, responded: “If you don’t get 
tangled up worse, than that, Judge, be- 
fore this case is» over, it will be 
strange.’’ 

On cross-examination the doctor very 
much ‘surprised the spectators and 
counsel somewhat when asked to 
demonstrate by the use of the skull the 
manner jn which the wound might have 
been made by taking up the picce of de- 
tached bone which former witnesses 
had persisted in placing in a juncture 
outside the hole and fitting 1t nicely in 
the puncture. There could be no mis- 
take that the piece originally was 
crushed out of that particular spot, for 
the line of sutures coincided accurately. 
The machinist’s hammer shown, Dr. 
Kannon thought, might have been used 
to produce such a wound. On the 
whole, Dr. Kannon's testimony could 
not be considered particularly advan- 
tageous to the defense. » 

P. H. Kane testified 
the friendly relations existing between 


Miller and Miles up to the time of the 


murder. 
There were severai other witnesses 


summoned on the part of the defense, 


but, owing, to some misapprehension 
they did not appear. 

The defendant was then called to the 
stand. He walked to the chair firmly, 
and, after placing his hand to his ear to 
aid in hearing, signified bis readiness to 
answer any questions that might be put. 
After a very few preliminaries, Mr. 
Edgerton asked, blankly: 

you know George 
day of May 16, 18917” 

“Yes, sir,’’ was the reply, uttered in 
a distinct voice. 

“Did you on that date kill bim?’’ was 
the next startling interrogatory, which 
was met with as emphatic ao answer in 
the negative. 

The witness then quietly told his 
story. During the evening of the. mur- 
der he was called back to the rear room 
once by Ed Lewis. Lewis and another 
man had brought in two young ladies to 
room 2. They wanted some drinks, 
which the witness took to them, , He 
did not go back tothe rear apartments 
at any other time that night. There 
was an unusually large crowd present 
in the saloon and it was necessary for 
some one to be behind the bar al! the 
time. The witness waited upon the 
customers. wore an apron 
and went with his coat 
off. Mr. Wooley usually waited 
upon the persons who came into the 
wine rooms, The machinists’ hammer 
he had seen. Three weeks before the 
day of the murdera man named Hall 
brought the hammer in and asked if he 
could leave it in the saloon for a short 
time, as he had brought it from the 
shop where he worked and was not 
ready totake it home then. Witness 
had. endeavored since to find Hall. 
The hammer was used previous: to the 
murder to tack down some carpet about 
the bar. It was kept in the locker 
where damp towels werethrown. Room 
4 was not made use of, and 
only rooms 1. 2, and 8 were furnished 
for regular occupatién by customers. 
Miller was inthe saloon at 6 o'clock 
when the witness came on watch at the 
bar. He was pretty fullthen,and Miles 
told him that he had better go and take 
a nap. Miller said something about 
having been robbed, and also said that 
he guessed that he would go home. 
Witness told him before this that he 
had better leave his money in the safe. 
Miller went out then, but came back al- 
most immediately, and pulled out his 


Miller on the 


money, consisting of a check and some: 


bills, and banded them over to the wit- 
ness to take care of. The latter called 
several other men to be witnesses of the 
amount of monev be was receiving, as he 
thought that as Miller already claimed to 
have been robbed, that when be woke 
up he might think that all of his monev 
had not been returnedto him. Later 
in the eyening Wooley came to the bar 
and asked if Miller had his money on 
him. The witness told him that it was 
in the safe. Wooley said that he would 
shut the door to the room anyhow. 
Near 12 o’clock Wooley was told to go 
and wake up Miller. He returned with. 
the news that some one had killed him. 
The players about the billiard tables 
were told at once to stop playing and 
put the covers on the tables. The room 
in which Miller’s body was found was 
immediatelv locked up and not dis- 
turbed until the police came. The 
door between reoms 3 and 4, which had 
always been kept tailed up securely, 
were found to be unfastened after the 
murder. Miller owned a_ valuable 
watch, but this the witness did not see 
on the day of the murder. 

The direct examination of Miles had 
not been concluded at5 o'clock, and 
will be continued this morning when the 
hearing is resumed.

the State. The planawhich has been in 
successful operation in Riverside for 
the past two years was indorsed and 
commended to the sub-associations sub- 
ject to such modifications as may be 
‘suggested byelocal conditions. Within 
the next month of six weeks these sub- 
associations will doubtless be formed, 
and they will choose delegates to a dis- 
trict organization. There will probably 
be ten or twelve districts covering the 
southern orange beit. Each dis- 
trict organization wili choose a mem- 
ber of a general executive board, 
which will have supervision over the 
management of affairs pertaining to 
the interests of alk. The packing and 
shipment of fruit, as well as the hand- 
ling of returns, will be delegated to the 
local associations by the members com- 
posin it. Information concerning 
markétS will be received and promul- 
gated by the general board, and, in an 
advisory way, it will attend to the rout- 
ing of fruit, the allotment of a pro rata 


that all the sub-associations may work 
together in harmony and the market in 
any particular place may not be.over- 
stocked. 

The chief point of difference thus far 
developed as to the plan of organiza- 
tion isin the system of pooling fruit 
proposed for the local associations. 
Some look upon this with favor and 
some donot, and it was wisely deter- 
mined to leave this to be settled by 
each local association for itself. The 
pooling plan has many points to com- 
mend it, inasmuch as it makes no dif- 
ference to the individual grower 
whéther his own fruit is shipped early 
or late—whether it brings the top price 
inthe market or the lowest. At the 
end of the season the procceds of all 
fruit of a particular grade shipped 
through the local association is aver- 
aged'up, and each grower is awarded 
his proportion according to the quan- 
tity furnished by him. Every grower 
is thus assured the average price of the 
market for the entire season. With 
neighborhood organizations where the 
fruit ofeach variety averages about the 
same, this plan will work most advan- 
tageously. 

An organizing board of one repre- 
sentative.from eachdistrict, with Mr. 
Chamblin of Riverside as chairman, 
was appointed to promote the forma- 
tion of local associations. 

Some adverse criticisms have been 
made by the up-country press against 
this movement of the orange-growers 
on the theory that they are attempting 
to form a trust to arbitrarily fix the 
prices of their fruit. But this is not 
correct. The utmost that the organiza- 
tion will attempt will be to make a nice 
adjustment of supply and demand, to 
economize on the cost of and 


shipment, and to realize fair ices, as 
determined by the market. This is per- 
fectly legitimate, and it is veryessential 
to the prosperity of the orange indus- 
try. The growers throughout Southern 
California are thoroughly awake to the 
necessity of a coiperative movement, 
and there is little doubt that they will 
all go into it. 


Condemned By the Northern Press. 

The California Fruit Grower, pub- 
lished at San Francisco, is not likely to 
take a partisan view of the controversy 
now .on between the State Board.of Hor- 
ticulture and the fruit-growers of South- 
ern California—at least itis not apt to 
be unduly prejudiced in favor of this 
end of the State. Butits sense of the 
eternal fitness of things impels it to 
condemn the position lately taken by 
the State board as altogether indefensi- 
ble. Under the caption, “An Undigni- 
fied Attitude,’ the Fruit Grower says: 

It is questionable whether the’ senti- 
ments expressed and action taken at the 
meeting of the State Board of Horticu}- 
ture last week relative to punishing 
fruit-growing sections wherein have de- 


veloped certain detractors of the board, 
were justifiable.

Another Meeting at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. — 


The Riverside Plan of Organization 
Recommenaed.

A Committse Appointed to. For 
Local Organizations. 


A Fall gnd Free Digeussion of the Pres- 
ent Sitaation—The Necessity for a 
New Departure Strong!y Urget. ~ 
All Must Pall Together. 


The question of forming an organiza- 
tion of orange-growers was further dis- 
cussed at a meeting of growers beld 
yesterday in the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms. 

The meeting was cajied to order. by 
W. A. Spalding, who had presided over 
the previous meeting. ~ Mr. Spalding 
was, on motion, appointed chairman of 
this meeting, and W, E. Collins ;of On- 
tario, secretary. 


Mr. Collius gave a brief statement of 
what had been done since the previous 
meeting in Los Afifeigs; when.a com- 
mittee of five had been appointed to 
outline a plan of action. That commit- 
tee met at Pomona and passed resolu- 
tions which were published in Tas 
Times. The plam-has been generally 
accepted in Riverside; San Bernardino 
and Orange counties. The object now 
was to take steps4o form an organiza- 
tion which will include all Southern 
California. 

P. J. Dreher, .who “was secretary of 
the committee ot five, read the plan 
which had beén adopted. It is the 
same as that recommended by Mr. 
Chamblin at the previous meeting in 
Los Angeles. The followingisthe — 

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 

The committee Mt gp by the orange- 
growers assemb) in. convention at the 
Chamber of Commerce, Los Angeles, om the 
4th day of April, 1893, met for action in 
pursuance thereof for the purpose of pro- 
posing a plan for general organization of 
local associations, so a8 to unite in solid co- 
operation the orange-growers of Southern 
California, the object and purpose thereof 
being to provide for, the marketing of all, 


othe orange fruit at the lowest possible cost, 


under uniform methodS and in a manner to 
secure to each grower acertain marketing 
of his fruit, and the fall aterage price to 
be obtained in the market for the entire 
season. We hereby submit the following 
plan for adoption by growers generally, 
and we invite the eatgest codperation of 
evcry grower as necessery to.give success 
tothis undertaking. The; committce rec- 
ommended that districts ‘be formed as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Riversidecounty. (2) All of San Ber- 
nardino county east of Ca¢amonga. “(3).Cu- 
camonga, Ontario, Pomona, Claremont ani 
San Dimas. 
geles county north of .the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and east of the Los Angeles River. 
(5) The remainder of Los Angeles county. 
(6) Orange county. (7) San Diego county. 
(8) Ventura and (9) Santa Barbara cotn- 
ties. 

Organize as many associations as may be 
necessaryin eath district to embrace as 
nearly as possible the sections having 
identical interests and ‘grades of fruit. 
Each of said associations to establish a 
purely local brand. without individuat?, or 
company name attached, under which the 
different grades of oranges in said associa- 
tion shall be packed respectively. Each as- 
sociation do its own packtag. 

Each of said shall choose of 
their own number tUré® who shall. consti- 
tute an executive committee. They shall 
also choose one who shall be known as 
manager. He shail receive such compensa- 
tion as the association may determine, and 
shall be the only salaried officer. He shall 
have general oversight of the affairs of 
the association, subject to the Executive 
Committe, The Executive Committee and 
manager shall constitute a board of con- 
trol, who shal) determine all questions of 
management, unless otherwise ordered by 
two-thirds the membership of the associa- 
tion. 

Each association shall have the privilege 
of Qxing its own priceon the several brands 
ot oranges, but such price mitist be’ made as 
will move its pro rata of fruit. | 

The said associations shalj ‘then adopt 
such rules as .may be f snecessary to 
secure uniform methods of Conducting the 
business, fixing and maintaining uniforai- 
ity of price, prorating orders and regulat- 
ing distribution of fruit. ‘ 

The picking to be prorated. among the 
members so asto give each as nearly as 
may be an equal chance for delivery. The 
fruit to be weighed and tickets given there- 
for, which shall include everything clipped 
from the tree. The culls of each variety 
foreach day's packing welghed and an ct- 
count kept thereof separately. The. per- 
centage of cullsof each variety to be de- 
termined at the close of season. The 
same percentage to be dedugted from the 
total delivery made by.cd4ch member, for 
corresponding varieties of. fruit, and final 
settlement made with each member, by the 
pound for each varlety as the total réceipts 
may show. 

The books and correspom@efice of each 
association shail be in t®@ mame of the 
association, and in connéetion..with the 
brand sball be the property of the -asso- 
ciation. 

Each member of said vagséciation shall 
have access to any of sald*Hooks or corre- 
spondence at any.and . times.. For 
cause detrimentalto the whole, or in any 
case of damage to any crop, the members 
of any of said assocfations may. by a two- 
thirds vote, exclude such orchards in whole 
or in part from participating in said asso- 
clatiof upon the the community. basis for 
the currentseason. And the said association 
shall handle the same for the separate ana 
sole accuunt of the owner, each member 
herstMacreeing that any fruit so dam- 
aged or set apart shall be marketed un- 
der the control or direction of said assoct- 
ation. 

The proceeds of sales of fruit tobe dis- 
tributed pro rata from time to time as the 
management of each association may di- 
rect. 

‘The selling shall be done under a system 
of brokerage, which shall. nog exceed 5 
cents per box for all varieties of fruit, said 
brokerage to apply only to’ f.o.b. ‘sales. 
Oranges shall be pro-rated amlOng the asso- 
ciations so’as to keep the fruit moving 
proportionately. 

To this end a central! office shall be estab- 
lished in each district. where a]l telegrams 
and correspondence shall be delivered, and 
where tbe said managers in each district 
shall meet daily and transact the necessary 
business, it being understeod that each 
shall have access to all telegrams and cor- 
respondence. 

An executive committee. for Southern 
California shali be composed, of ene mem- 
ber from each district, which shall have 
charge of all affairs in general, and stab- 
lish a pro-rate among the districts, recom- 
mend the amount of truit to be meved from 
time to time and equalize the prices. *

Now they 
must begin at the foundation, as oyt- 
lined in this plan, ¢nd make full provi- 
sion for every grower. Today the 
growers are furnishing fruit and capital 
to build up a business for other men. 
The grower, at the same. time, takes all

thing is to pack the fruit. It is pro- 
vided that the associations shall buy 
their material cheap, hire skilled help, 
and get the benefit of any profit there 
may be. 

Then, as to selling: The established 
system all over the country is the 
brokerage system, and the charge for 
selling, 5 cents a box. Itis proposed to 
put the business on such a basis. 

It is praposed that each man shall re- 
ceive the full average price of the mar- 
ket, from the beginning to the close. 
That is all there is in fruit aud should 
satisfy the.growers. Under this plan 
every grower has a perfect right to ex- 
amine all books and correspondence 
and see what is going on., 

By getting from each grower, at the 
beginuing of the season, an estimate of 
the amount of his crop, of each variety, 
the business can be carried on in an in- 
teiligent mamner, and an idea formed 
as to how fast the crop should be moved. 

A grower calied attention to the fact 
that some people might have a much 
larger number of culls than others, and 
the prorating would be an jnjustice. 

Mr. Chamblin said that much of the 
trouble in the orange market had grown 
outof claims of injustice iff culling, 
made against the packers. He be- 
lieved that, taking one year with an- 
other, the average of culls would be 
evened up. ad 

‘A grower said that orchards protected 
by windbreaks would show less culls 
than others. Mr. Chamblin replied that 
in some windy sections there were very 
few culls. , 

It was intimatel by a grower that 
this plan might work all right where 
land was even, as at Pomona and Rir- 
erside. Other districts showed great 
differences, the land running in streaks. 

Mr. Chamblin said that in such cases 
two associations might be formed in the 
district. It was not proposed to pool 
bright fruit with dull fruit. oat 

Continuing, the speaker said that at 
one time early in the season by sacri- 
ficing 200 carloads of objectionable 
frnit, worth atthe most 50 cents a box, 
anincrease of 25 tents a box might 
have been obtained on 800,000 boxes, 
equivalent to an increase of $75,000. 

Another grower expressed fear lest 
fine qranges might have to pro-rate 
with poor ones in the same district, 
and thought that it might be a tempta-~ 
tion to growers to save fertilizers and 
make money at the expense of their 
neighbors. 

Mr. Chamblin said that the associa- 

tion provided for letting out any 
grower who did pot take careof his 
fruit. Reverting to the cull question 
be said that by pooling the culls from 
25 to 50 per cent.. might be extracted 
that could be shipped. It would pay 
the growers to bury the rest. The 
speaker reiterated that poor fruit would 
not be allowed to pool with fine fruit. 
The imdividual growgr is constantly 
seeking to have his fruit put upon the 
marketinthe hopes of getting some- 
thing forit. A great many carloads 
have been shipped this season without 
any hope of getting anything beyond 
packing and freight. Such fruit demoral- 
izes the market. Conditions change from 
orchard to orchard from one year to 
another. Unless existing evils are cor- 
rected, within twelve months there wil! 
be a depression and stagnation in 
Southern California that will grouse the 
people. 
On motidn the report of the commit- 
tee was regeived and filed, and ‘the 
chairman called for motions toward the 
adoption of a permanent plan. 

W. M. McFadden said that there-was 
much missionary work tobe done in 
Southern California, and some one 
would be required to do it. Money 
would be required. The speaker 
thought every grower would be willing 
to put up, say, 25 cents acarload. He 
moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to report, after lunch, on some 
permanent plan. 

The chairman said they already had a 
committee, and did not see the neces- 
sity of multiplving committees. He 
ruled that until this committee was dis- 


committee was out of order. 

Abbot Kinney moved thatthe plan 
recommended by Mr. Chamblin be 
adcpted. 

The chairman thought the only possi- 
ble trouble might be in the question of 
pooling the fruit. He suggested that 
this matter be left to be settled by each 
association. | 

Dr. Hyers of the Committee of Five, 
told of a carload shipped East, the 
strange part of which was that theship- 
per got within 25 cents as much for 
his culls as for “is ‘‘fancies.’’ 

Mr. Hall of Duarte spoke on the in- 
justice of placing poor fruit ona sim- 
ilar plane as first-class oranges. He out- 
lined-a plan which had been found to 
work well at Duarte. The very difficulty 
suggested by growers atthis meeting 
hadarisen there. The man whotries to 
raise oranges on ground not suited to 
citrus fruit should not be encouraged. 
Duarte could not enter into such a plan 
2s that outlined, unless it were 
amended. One article in the by-laws of 
the Duarte association provides that 
the directors shall grade each variety 
of fruit according to its quality, and fix 
a minimum price accordingly. The 
grower may thensell, under the asso- 
ciation brand, not lower than this fixed 
price. 

Mr. Blanchard of Ventura drew atten- 
tion tothe fact that some districts were 
much earlier than others. He, for in- 
stance, had only just begun to ship, and 
could not therefore pro-rate with River- 
side. 

It was explained that each association 
would only pro-rate in its own section. 

Mr. Chamblin said that this was no 
iron-clad set of regulations. Each dis- 
trict association might modify it to suit 
their own views. For his part, he be- 
lieved the pooling process the most sat- 
isfactory. It was better to divide, say, 
5 percent. of culls with the growers 
than to havethe total returns cut in 
two. The conditions are such «that un- 
less some uniformity of plan is adopted 
they would go on-until they were 
ruined. 


\@Mr. Chamblin explained that two- 


thirds of an association would pass upon 
the fruit, andif any was very objec- 
tionable, from frost ovr other causes, 
it would be handled on the individual 
account of the grower. .- 

On motion, the committee adjourned 
until the afternoon, | 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reassembling the secretary stated 
that the committee suggested the adop- 
tion of the plan outlimed, and the ap- 
pointment of a committee, consisting of

The central 
committee might be called upon to pro- 
rate the culls... Growers want the ad- 
vantages that should come from supe- 
rior methéds and care. It is only rea- 
sonable. He himself has found the ad- 
vantage of shipping superior fruit. 
Some men refuse to fumigate because it 
costs money. The speaker said he 
could put oranges from the tree tothe 
car for 80 cents a box, which would be 
a profit of $60 a car over present 
prices 

In regard to advances, the speaker 
said many men who needed money en- 
tered into ironclad contracts. to get ac- 
vances, Something of this sort should 
be done by the organization. 

The secretary explained that at 
Riverside the banks made advances. 

Mr. Baldridge thought every locality 
could be organized, but there must be 
a strong effort, and some one must take 
the matter in hand. ‘‘What is every- 
body’s business is nobody's business.’’ 

Dr. Hyers called for the reading of 
the report prepared by the committee. 

The secretary read the verbal report, 
which was tothe effect that the plan 
suggested by the committee be adopted, 
and that local organizations be formed 
as nearly as possible on that plan; that

When the growers have several thou- 
sand carloads to ship, as a body, they 
would get thase reductions.

At present, grow- 
ers are brought into active competition 
with each other. The man who repre- 
sents 1000 carloads watches the man 
who represents 500 carloads and does 
all he can to prevent the sale of the 
other grower’s fruit. Shippers allow a 
rebate, and thus capture trade from com- 
petitors in the same locality. 
shows the great advantage of organiza- 
tion. Some shippers, who have Eastern 
houses, sellin small lots at actual cost 
in California, f. o. Db, with freight 
added. Dealers can’t afford to order 
in competition with such a system. 
In one market, where there should only 
be half a dozen carloads at a time, there 
are, perhaps, thirty or more. There is 
also much juggling in the matter of 
putting different sizes of ffuit into the 
‘off class.’ *’ . 


Continuing, the speaker said it was 


not proposed to deprive any shippers of 
the business they had ‘built.up, Let 
them sendin their orders, if they can 
place fruit on a legitimate basis. They 
would, howertr, have to be content 
with a profit of $15 a car, which ought 
to be sufficient for anv reasonable man. 
There has undoubtedly grown up a 
prejudicé.in the’Mast against-California 
orangés. When fine oranges sell in the 
East at 50 cents a box, it is the duty 
ofthe press to rally to the support of 
the industry. Returns had recently 
been seen of $25 to $50 acar for fruit 
that had been sald at good prices in the 
East. Fruit had been retailing in the 
East at €7.50 a box. When such fruit 
only returned the grower 50 cents a 
box, there must be an evil to be cor- 
rected. The orange-growers them- 
selves are the only ones who can cor- 
rect

to see why it was rejected. The grow- 
ers must get rid of the idea as to locali- 
ties, and that each grows the best fruit 
in America. Many of the objections 
made to the proposed plan would van- 
ish, when it came to practice. Itmight. 
be found, at first, that it would cost 
these organizations a little more % 
handle the fruit than later on, but they 
could well afford to pay, say, 10 cents 
a box to place such an organization or 
asolid basis. The next crop will prob- 
ably be moved at a lower rate than the 
last one. 

Mr. Baldridge asked how it would be 
if agrower is a ‘high price’? man. 
Can he hold on to his fruit, refusing rul- 
ing prices’ 

Mr. Chamblin satd the man would get 
no advantage, as he would only receive 
the average price of the season. Any 
grower who stays.out of the organiza- 
tion must do so fora selfish reason. 
Under this plan, thebig grower could 
not sell more than the little fellows. 

“The crop of California and Florida 
is increasing. It will be absolutely nec: 
essary, immediately after the holidays, 
to tix a price that will start the fruit 
moving in competition with Florida, at 
whatever price we have to accept. 
Thus we gradually lighten our orchards 
and can gradually raise our price as the 
season advances. What advantage will 
the man have who stays out? He wil) 
only get the price fixed on the market. 
Some growers ask how they were goin 
to hold together. 
the strongest incentive.’’ 

Dr. Jones of Tustin thought every 
man who has intelligence enough to 
raise an. orange should see the advant- 
age of joining such an organization. 
He moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Chamblin. 

Mr. Chamblin spoke of the solid char- 
acter of the Riverside organization. 
The four banks gave it their financial 
support at the start. promising to make 
advances to growers. The plan has the 
indorsement of intelligent men through- 
out the Riverside Valley. | .

“The Matter of the Hunt Estate 
at Last Settled. . 


An Interesting Opinion on Rights of 
Succession by Judge Clark. 


The Grandson of the Deceased Can } 


Take None of the Property. 


Albert Morris Acquitted of the Charge of 
Burglary—The Jury Gives Ite Ver- 
diet on Instractions of the 
Court—New Cases. 


In the Probate Court yesterday Judge 
Clark rendered an opinion touching 
contested points in the will of S. B. 
dunt, deceased. The controversy arose 
on a petition to distribute the estate of 
the deceased. On June 6, 1889, the 
will was executed, and by its terms de- 
vised and bequeathed all of the prop- 
erty to the deceased's wife. At the 
date of the execution of the will there 
were living three children of the tes- 
tator, Anna M. Cochran, Samuel B. 
Hunt and John N. Hunt, neither of 
whom were mentioned or provided for 
in the will. Subseqnent to the execu- 
tion of the will and prior to the death 
of the testator, the son Samuel died, 
leaving surviving him a son, Randolph, 
who, as grandson of the deceased, was 
not mentioned or provided for in the 
will, and the question presénted was as 
to whether or not this grandson was en- 
titled to succeed tq any portion of the 
estate. 


The Civil ear quotes the opinion, 
reads: 


When any testator omitsto provide in 
hivewill for any of his children, or for the 
issue of arly deceased child, unless it ap- 
pears that such omission was intentional, 
such child. or the issue of such child, must 
have the same share in the estate of the 
testator ag if he had died intestate. 

Counsel tor the widow contends that his 
child Randolph is not “the issue of any de- 
ceased child,’’ within the meaning of that 
section, because the father, Samuel B. 
Hunt, was alive at the time the testator 
executed the will. In my opinionin that 
case it is said that the object is not 
to protect any grandchildren except those 
who, as presumptive heirs at law, would be 
entitled, had no will been made, to inherit 
at the time the will is published and made. 
Then the mother of the contestants, who 
died prior to the death of the testator, her 
father, was mentioned in the will and in- 
tentionally disinherited, but that fact does 
not affect the reissuing of the decision. For 
the purpose of ascertaining the intention 
of a testator the will speaks as of the time 
of its execution and it cannot be presumed 
that the omission of a testator to namea 
person in his will was unintentional unless 
the person whose name wus so omitted 
was atthetime a presumptive heir. The 
boy Randolph Hunt was not, on June 6, 
1889, the date of the publication of the 
will, a presumptive beir of decedent, and it 
cannot be presumed that the omission of 
decedent to name him in his will was an 
oversight. Hé hadthenno need to men. 
tion him in order to prevent him from in- 
heriting beir-at-law. His omission 
to name his tbree children, including 
the father of contestant, must be presumed 
to have been an oversight, and had the 
father been living at the time of decedent's 
death, the latter would, as to all three of 
these children, have died intestate. Is the 
boy, Randolph, entitled to have distributed 
to him that portion of the decedent's 
estate that his father would have been en- 
titled to had he survived? It may seem an 
unreasonable rule that would permit the 
children, Anna and John. each to take a 
share in the estate of their father and yet 
would not permit the grandchild, Randolph. 
to take the share that would have belonged 
to his father, the child, Samuel, bad the 
latter survived; but the right of succession 
is but a statutory right. and there is no 
statute that provides that a child shall, in 
all cases, for purposes of succession, stand 
_in_the shoes of bis parent. 

That it was not the intention of 
the Legislature that children should, in 


all cases, represent and = stand in 
yhe place of their parents for the 
purpose of succession is illustrated by 


paragraphs 1 and 2 of section 1386, Civil: 


Code. Under the former, if a decedent 
should die intestate, leaving surviving bim 
one son and two grandchidren by a de. 
ceased son, the Surviving son would take 
one-half of the estate and the two grand. 
children the other half by right of repre- 
sentative. But if neither son survived, but 
there were three grandchildren, two by one 
decedsed sonand one by another, these 
grandchildren would act stand in the place 
of their parents, but the estate would be 
divided equally among them. Under the 
latter, the decedent left surviving him a 
wife, a brother and the son of a deceased 
brother, tbe wife would take one-half, the 
brother one-fourth and the son of 
the deceased brother would stand in 
his father’s place and take one. 
fourth by right of representation. But if 
the dece ased left no brother surviving him, 
but only a widow and two sons of two de- 
ceased brothers, 
represent their parents and would take 
nothing. The whole estate would go to the 
surviving wife. . Iamof the opinion 
that, as to the surviving contestant the de- 
ceased died testate, and as the children 
Anna M. Cochran and John N. Hunt have 
conveyed all their interest in the estate to 
the surviving widow of deceased, she is en- 
titled to the whole estate distributed to 
her. Decree accordingly.

Personnel of the City Council for the 
Past Seven Years. 


Spicy News from the World's Fair—More 
Arrests at La Canada—People 
on the Go—RBatch of 
Brevittes. 


In the light of a communication from a 
leading Prohibitionist that was made pub- 
lic a few days ago, a subscriber writes THE 
Times to inquire into the personnel of the 
Board of Trustees since Pasadena was in- 
corporated as a city. 

The first City Council was chosen in the 
spring of 1886, The Councilmen elected 
were: H.J. Holmes, R. M. Furlong, E. C. 
Webster, G. Roscoe Thomas and M. M. Par- 
ker. Before the close of: their term of 
office, Mr. Holmes, who was president of 
the board, resigned. Mr. Parker was then 
made president and Edson Turner was 
chosen to fill the vacancy. 

The election in the spring of 1888S re- 
sulted in the choice of the following board 
of trustees: A.G. Throop, M. M. Parker, 

. Townsend, W. W. Webster and Edson 

‘Turner. Mr. Throop was chosen president, 
but during the ensuing two years the oric- 
inal members either resigned from one 
cause or another, or were remo-ed by 
death. Mr. Parker resigned and his place 
was filled by Mr. Millard. Mr. Townsend 
resigned and John Allin was chosen to suc- 
ceed him. W. W. Webster resigned and 
was succeeded by J. B. Young. who, in 
turn, resigned and was succeeded by W. W. 
Mills. The death of Mr. Turner.caused an- 
other vacancy, which Alex. McLain was 
called upon to fill. 

In the spring of 1890 the tollowing Coun- 
cilmen were elected: T. P. Lukens, A. K. 
McQuilling, James Clarke, Capt. C. M. Simp- 
son and Thomas Banbury. This was a new 
deal all arouud, which may be’ construed by 
the readers in any light they choose. Mr. 
Lukens was made president of the board. 
‘Two vears later the terms of Capt. Simpson 
and Mr. Banbury expired, and O. F. Weed 
and J. S. Cox were elected to succeed them.

TI had money stacked up a foot high, and 
at last had to shove about half ot it on the 
floor in order to have room enough to work 
in. Before I got through the floor was cov- 
ered with money. I had over six hundred 
one-dollar bills, so you can imagine what 
kind of astack I had. At last the hour of 
11:30 came, and with it the seller who was 
to relieve me. Aftcr taking a few mo- 
aments to get my breath, I began counting 
my money and checking up my tickets. I 
was a little anxious about what the result 
might be, especially lest I mignt have some 


counterfeit money, but was very happy: 


to find that my money was all genuine and 
that, instead of being sbort, I was $5 over. 
To the honor of having sold the first ticket 
was added that of baving handled the 
largest number of people, and that with- 
out an error or any bad money. 

‘Some of the sellers did not fare so well.

A Vigorous Protest Against the, Wording 

e. of the Saloon Ordinance. 

The ladies of the city, or at least a great 
nuinber of them, are again after the high- 
license members of the City Council. The 
following letter has been handed in, with 
request for publication in Tae Times. Itis 
addressed to the members of the Council 
who favor the passage of the ordinance, 
and is as follows: 

Gentlemen: Section 6 of the proposed 
liquor ordinance reads.as follows: 
person obtaining a license under the pro- 
vissions ot this ordinance snall sell or give 
away any spirituous, vinous, malt or mixed 
liquors of any kind to any female, Indian, 
minor or any person under the influence of 
liquor or a habitual drunkard.’ Now, gen- 
tlemen, itis the opinion of a large number 
of the intelligent men and women of Po- 
mona, who are influenced in this belief by 
no political party, by no religious or social 
organization, and who are bound by no 
other tie than that of reverence tor the 
sacred name of womanhood, tbat there are 
grounds for censure in the use made of the 
word femaie contained in the section above 
mentioned. It isa word which denotes a 
class who are in no wise largely responsi- 
ble for the existence and maintenauce of 
the saloon. It is enough that through all 
ages women have submitted tothe weight 
of sorrow and shame that bas been laid 
upon them by men who are responsible for 
the evils... In tne name of the respect- 
able, intelligent, virtuous and Christian 
mothers, wives, sisters and daughters 
of Pomona homes, we protest against 
the use of the sacred name, woman, 
to head a list including the wards 
of the nation, the legaliy irresponsible and 
the vicions and depraved. We beg of vou- 
to consider seriously that this objection- 
able word in section 6 
first, because the only class of women to 
whom this provision is likely to spply are 
amply protected against the added degre- 
dation a saloon affords, by a clause in sec- 
tion 3, excluding them from sych resorts. 
Second, itishardfy necessary to remind 
vou that the criminal statistics of the 
‘United States do not show that respectable 
women have been in the habit of frequent. 
ing saloons conducted secretly in detiance 
of law, or openly under the protection of 
license. -This, then, gentlemen, is not 
likely to be the case with the respectable 
women of Pomona, although you have 
taken all precaution to render the saloon a 
fit resortfor men hitherto considered re- 
spectable, by the exclusion of Indians, 
minors, persons under the influence of 
liquor and habitual drunkards.

An important suit has just been filed with 
the County Clerk in reference to the recent 
sale of bonds ot the Anahcim Irrigation 
Pistrict, The suit is entitled W. PF. Bots- 
ford et al. vs. the Anaheim Irrigation Dis- 
trict, and is the outgrowth of a transaction 
representing an outiay of $175,000. The 


"| plaintiffs allege that the bonds were irreg- 


ularly sold, and if the same be issued they 
will constitute 4 lien and encumbrance, 
and will be made the basis for taxation 
upon the property of plaintiffs situated 
within said district. They therefore ask 
the court to declare all the acts and pro- 
ceedings of the defendants respecting the 
issuance and sale of the bonds, as set forth 
in the complaint, to be unauthorized, ilie- 
gal, null and void, and that the agreement 
between the board of directors and defend- 
ants, N. Harris & Co., be annulled. They 
also ask that. pending this action, an order 
be issued restraining the defendant, the 
Anaheim Irrigation District and the board 
of directors thereof, from issuing and de- 
livering any bonds to the said N. W. Harris 
& Co. under the alleged contract set forth 
in the complaint, and that on the final 
hearing said order be made_ perpetual.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Eight More Arrests for Violations of 
the Sheep Ordinance. 


The Law Being Very Effectually Venti- 
lated—Failure to Pay the License 
Required Constitutes a 
Misdemeanor. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Eight more arrests have been made for 
violating the county ordinance, which for- 
bids the driving of sheep over the moun. 
tain roads in flocks lafger than 100 each 
and nearer together than one hour be- 
tween flocks. The cause for this violation 
of the law just now is the license recently 
imposed: upon the business of raising, 
grazing or herding the shecp-within the 
county, which goes into effect on the 13th 
inst. Section 1 of this ordinance, which 
specifies the rate of taxation, is as follows: 

Section. 1. Every person engaged in the 
business of raising, grazing, herding or 
pasturing sheepin the county of San Ber- 
nardino, State of California. must annually 
procure a license fherefer from the License 
Tax Collector, and make therefor the fol- 
lowing payment: 

First—Those owning or having in their 
possession or under. their control 5000 
sheep or more shall constitute the first 
class, and must pay $500 per annum for 
the first 5000 sheep, and tor every addi- 
tional 1000 sheep the sum ot $50. 

Second—Those owning o. having in their 
possession or under tncir contrel 4000 
sheep and less than 5000 shall constitute 
the second class, and must pay $400 per 
annum. 

Third—Those owning or having in their 
possession or under their control 3000 
sheep and less than 4000 shall constitute 
the third class and must pay $800 per an- 
num.” 

l‘ourth—Those Or having in their 
possession or under their control 2000 
sheep and less than 3000 shall constitute 
the fourth class, and must. pay $200 per 
annum. 

Fitth—Those owning or having in their 
possession or under their control 42500 
sheep and less 2000 shall constitute 
the fifth class, aQ@d must pay $150 per an- 
num. 

Sixth—These owning or having in their 
possession or under their control 1000 
sheep and less than 1500 shall constitute 
the sixth class, and must pay $100 per an- 
num. 

Seventh—Those owning or having in 
their possession.or under their control 500 
sheep and less than-12000 siiall constitute 
the seventh class,, au¢tl inust -pay $50 per 
annum. 

Eighth—Those Owning or having in their 
possession or under their control tess than 
000 sheep shall constitute the eighth class, 
and must pay $25 per annum. 

Failure to obtain the above license con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor. punishable by a 
fine not to exceed $500. or imprisonment 
in the County Jail not toexceed six months. 
The ordinance provides that the license 
shall be paid in advance and that the 
licenses collected: shail. be..placed in the 
salary fund of the county, and the fines col- 
lected for disobeying the ordinance to be 
paid into the genera! fund. The ordinance 
Stands upon the books as No. 46, and is 
being pretty generally-ventilated by argu- 
ments pro and con on the part of the 
people.

When docs Riverside county become a 
county? is the quegtion now. agitating the 
oMicials-elect and many other citizens. 
The Riverside County Bill is not clear upon 
this point, because of conflicting state- 
ments contained in different sections of it, 
and there isa difference of ovinion among 
the legal lights. Section 16 of the act pro- 
vides that nothing in the act shall be con- 
strued in such away as to hold the county 
established at any other time save upon its 
passage by the Legislature and approval by 
the Governor. Section 5 provides that im- 
mediately upon the completion of the can- 
vas of the votes of the election of 
May 2 and the annovncement of the 
result by the County Commissioners. 
they shall issue certificates of clec- 
tion to the officers. elected, and 
declare the county formed. Section 6 pro- 
vides that the officers elected or appointed 
under the provisions of this act shall, upon 
qualification, enter immediately upon the 
discharge of their duties. in another place 
it provides that the County Supervisors 
chosen at the ciection shail meet and organ. 
ize upon the first Monday of the month 
succeeding the time of the announcement 
of their election—i. e. the first Monday in 
June. Inthatevent who will have charge 
of the county, if it be a county, inthe meat- 
| Will the offices of the County Com- 
missioners expire upon the announcement 
of the vote of the gjection and issuing of 
the certificates of tion tothe new om- 
cers? Or will the board continue until the 
organization of the Board of County Super. 
visors: The Superfor Judge cannot act 
until the certificate of his election has been 
torwarded to the Capital and returned. In 
the meantime where can action be brought 
to foreclose a mortgage. the time for which 
may be about tuexpire: These and many 
other. feestions are being discussed by the 
legal fraternity and citizens generally, and 
no solution has been found for them,

A Big Coal Cargo at Port Los 
Angeles. 


The Mammoth Wharf is to Be Dedi 


The Pacific Coast Road and the 
Southern Pacific. 


What Henry Villard is Going to Do— 
Prominent Traflic Officials Visit- 
ing Los Aupeles— 
Local Notes, 


The real dedication of the Southern 
Pacific Company’s new mammoth wharf 
at Santa Monica-—-or, to use the new 
name for the location, Port Los Ange- 
les—will occur today, when the San 
Mateo, the largest steamer in the Coast 
trade, will begin discharging a cargo of 
5000 tons of coalintothe great bunk- 
ers builtfar out into the sea. Though 
steamers have heretofore touched at 


the wharf to discharge small lots 
of merchandise fréight, the San 
Mateo’s great cargo will be the 


first of its kind. The citizens of Santa 
Monica, with bands and speakers, will 
today welcome the arrival of the boat, 
and celebrate in a fitting manner the 
important episode. On Saturday the 
members of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce and Board of Trade, at 


the invitation of the Southern Pacifie*r 


Company, will visit the wharf and ves- 
sel, the party leaving Los Angeles at 
1:45 p.m. On Sunday the steamer will 
be open forall visitors, and it is ex- 
pected a large number of people will be 
present. Work on the new wharf is 
progressing so rapidly that its comple- 
tion. is expected..within the next ten 
days. Yesterday a tug arrived at the 
wharf with the great anchors which 
are to be sunk in the bay with buoys at- 
tached, for permanent moorings of ves- 
sels in the harbor. 
VILLARD’S PLANS. 

New York, May 9%.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald says: ‘‘Henry 
Villard is figuring on a collateral trust 
loan of $15,000,000 to release the 
floating debt of the Northern Pacific, 
resefving a part of the issue for other 

penditures that may be necessary 
during the next two years. 

‘This is substantially the same as the 
plan of the Stockholders’ Committee, 
which Was ignored because its success 
was contingent upon the resignation of 
a majority of the board. There is said 
to be available collateral to secure the 


loan, in case it is effected, amounting 


to nearly $30,000,000 of par value 
stock and bonds worth from 80 to 85 
in the market, Villard is trying to get 
subscriptions to some such plan. His 
triends intimate that he still thinks of 
resigning, but that he wants to go out 
with fiying colors.’’ 
The Chronicle says: ‘A few days 
ago a dispatch was sent from Los Olivos 
saying that the Pacific Coast Railroad 
had passed into the hands of the South- 
ern Pacific, and thatthe gap between 
Los Olivos and Elmwood would soon be 
closed by a line passing through Santa 
Ynez. The Southern Pacific engineers 
said positively that no work on the 
coast road would be done this year. C. 
O. Johnson, manager of the Racific 
Coast road, in an interview in a San 
Luis Obispo paper, declares positively 
that the line has not passed into the 
possession of the Southern Pacific; that 
itis now, as it has been for several 
years, the property of the Oregon Im- 
provement Company, and that a change 
in its ownership could only be effected 
by the purchase of the entire plant of 
the improvement company, a transac- 
tion involving millions of doliars.”’’

CuicaGo, May 9.—The Denver and 
Rio Grande today announced a rate of 
$2 from Denver to Pueblo, being an in- 
crease of $1 over the rate between 
these points during the past fortnight, 
and atthe same time deciares that it 
will not make any further reduction or 
take action of any sort until after May 
20, the date on which the Atchison 
withdraws from the Western Passenger 
Association. ‘Trouble is feared after 
that date.
